INFECTIONB ot the skin occur in 
three different age periods: one is 
in infancy and Is called Impetigo; 
one is m adolescence and 
is the 
familiar acne or pimples, and the 
third, in old age, erysipelas. 
All 
these infections are due to the en­ 
trance into the skin of one of the 
pus organism!. 
In the case of impetigo in chil­ 
dren the real medical problem In­ 
volved is prevention. It wouldn’t be 
quite correct or fair to mothers to 
■av that the reason babies get im ­ 
petigo infection is that they are 
dirty, but somehow or other it is 
nearly correct and the hygiene of 
the 
carp of a baby’s skin is not 
sufficiently understood. 
Chapping and skin irritations are 
usually the beginning of the trouble. 
A red, chaled skin is naturally a 
good breeding ground for germs, 
and around the diaper. area this 
should 
be 
watched 
constantly. 
Mothers seem to think that It Is 
very mysterious that an infection 
could get 'rom the diaper area to 
the face, wlicre the infection is usu­ 
ally at its worst. 
It isn’t mysteri­ 
ous at all; 
it gets there 
by the 
baby’s hands. 
For this reason the toilet of the 
bab.vs skin all over, from the bath 
to the use of an antiseptic powd?r 
and ometimes antiseptic oils, if the 
baby's skin responds well to that, 
should be a regular part of infant 
hygiene, especially In summer and 
early spring. 
With excessive sweat­ 
ing and acid perspiration, the toilet 
of the skin and the use of antisep­ 
tic powder Is very valuable. 
If a sporadic case of impetigo has 
occurred the treatment Is. in th;* 
first place, to see that it doesn’t 
spread. This means that the baby’s 
bends, shirts, crib pads and blankets 
should ne disinfected. The m others

The important thing to remem- , 
ber is that impetigo, or a little in- j 
fection on the baby’s skin is not a 
minor matter, but should be handled j 
like a full-blown infectious fever. 
In the absence of the skin lnfec- I 
lion or adolescence, acne, there i , 
some question as to whether It i.* 
an infectious disease of the skin. 
One thing Is certain: no one ever 
caught acne from another perron, 
and it is seldom spread 
by the 
hands from the face and neck area 
It Is an indolent disease, there is 
probably a good deal of chemical or 
metabolic change In the body which 
accounts for it. 
For this reason a 
low fat diet has proved to be quite 
beneficial 
and 
sometimes 
curt 
cases without any other treatment 
TTits can be initiated in any home 
but demands the utmost in watch­ 
fulness and intelligent prepare'ion 
of the diet. The peopk* who do not 
follow the diet are the people wilt 
get worse.

Governor Bricker Insists 
Local Communities

CLEVELAND, 
April 2. — Bridge j 
guards in Cleveland must be fu r­ 
nished by the state, the executive 
comm ittee 
of 
Cuyahoga

Civilian Defense council declared 
today. 
The comm ittee based its 
recom ­ 
m endation on a report by Cleveland 
police which declared th at guarding 
bridges and other vital points on 
public property was beyond their 
ability. 
Hundreds of Cleveland war plants 
are under private guard against 
sabotage and the city is guarding 
Cleveland airport and the m unici­ 
pal light plant, but so far no 24- 
hour guard system has been worked 
out for key bridges.
